ORDER 
Government have decided to constitute Vigilance Committees at the 
Panchayat, Municipality and Corporation level for the Protection of 
Consumers interest. It is felt that such Vigilance Committees are essential 
for the detection of irregularities committed by the open market traders and 
ration dealers such as non -supply of rationed articles, complaints regarding 
shortage in the weighment, non - display of stock and price details etc. 
These Vigilance Committees shall advice the authorities on the measures to 
be taken for protecting the interests as of the consumers. 

The District Collectors are authorised to constitute the Vigilance 
Committees at the local level immediately on the following lines. The 
Committee should consists of nine members as per the details shown below : 
1 . The Corpoʻation Mayors, Municipal Chairman or President of the 

Panchayat concerned . 
2. The Commissioner ofthe Corporation /Municipality or the Executive 

Officer of the Panchayat, 
3. Two representatives from each local body elected by the local 

body, preferably women . 
4. Five representatives from the registered and un -registered Mahila 

Samajams of the local body/Women s Welfare Organisations 

nominated by the District Collector. 
The Mayor, Chairman or President of the Corporation , Municipality 
or Panchayat as the case may be will function as the Chairman of the 
Vigilance Committee . So also, the Commissioners of the Corporation / 
Municipality concerned or the Panchayat Executive Officer will be the 
convener of the respective Vigilance Committee. The Committee should 
meet at least once in a month .

Cascs of irregularitics detected by the Vigilance Committee should be 
promptly brought to the notice of the City Rationing Officer/ Taluk Supply 
Officer concerned who will pursue action as per rules. 

The City Rationing Officer /Taluk Supply Officer should register all 
such complaints received from the Vigilance Committees in a register 
specially maintained for the purpose. Action on such complaints should be 
taken within three days of the receipt of the information . The District 
Supply Officers and other Inspecting Officers will verify the complaint 
register and ensure that the City Rationing Officer/ Taluk Supply Officers 
take appropriate timely action. The City Rationing Officer /Taluk Supply 
Officers should intimate the Chairman of the concerned Vigilance Committee 
the substance of the action taken on the complaints reported.

Scheduled Caste/ Scheduled Tribe andidates should be given training .
